The Council was 0allad to order bty the 'fayor. TRoll call showad the,
Tollowins present: Mayor “Wooldridie, Couneilmen Anthony, Partholonew, Taynes, and
Towell, 5; absent none.

The Mayor offered the following resolution:

RESOLVED BY THEE CITY COUNCIL 0F THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS:

That W. C. Arnett be and he is hereby authorized to rerove a Bowser
undergréund tank from the sidewalk in front of 223 West Sixth street. This per-
mission is granted with the understanding that the work is to be done with oare
and the sidewalk restored t0 as good condition as at present.

The resolution was adopted by a vote of § yeas,

APPROVED, April 18, 1918: A. P, Wooldridge, Mayor.

The minutes of previous meetings were then read, down to and through
part of the mreeting of April 11 (to the top of p. 244), and adopted so far as
read, by a vote of 5 yeas.

A cormrittee representing the Charber of Commerce, the Rotary Club, the
Lions' Club, and the Retail Merohants' Association, ¢came before the Council and'
presented a petition dearing 31 signatures asking that the Council demand, through
the proper ¢ourt channels, specifiec performance of the contract to MMthe ]
Dam, and on failure of the franchise-holder to do so to take proper legal steps
to forfeit the rignts and privileges aranted the franchise-holder by the City.

The situation with respect to the Nar was discussed by A. C. BEaldwin,
Prof. W. S. Sutton, Mayor Wooldridge, Courtilmen Haynes and Bartholomew, 2nd
others. The Mayor read a cormunication from himself to the Council emphasizing
the importance of early action looking to the completion of the Darn.

The Mayor then offered the following resclution:

Whereas, on the 27th day of Noverber, A. D. 1915, the Ton-
oratle United S*ates NiStirict Court granted the prayer of said Yew
York Trust Company &8s to the appointrent of a Feceiver, and on said
date appointed Guy A. Collett of Austin, Texas, ag sald Receiver, and
empoweréd said Regeiver *to take into his oustody all the property,
